Divels works, yet to fave the man and the woman, and through 
death to deſtroy the Dew! the Power of death, and death: ſo a 
(tronger than he is come to take the houſe, to take the Poſſeſion, 
and ſo truth comes to be known, Chrijt in you, who San&i- 
fres the Man, Redeems the mar, and.

Jet the mind of Chrift be 1n Fu, and the Apoſtles that follow-

Ravening Wolves having got the ſheeps cloathing,but inwardly raves. 
ned, falſe Prophets, and Anti-chriſt : now there 1$,no falſe Pro-: 
pher nor Antichriſt, bur firſt the 1s inwardly vavened, and 
then he will crie, /o be is here or there in the bread, and wine, 
and put the bread and wine in the ſecret Chamber, in the ſe- 
cret place, and fay he is there, now thele inwardly ravening 
wolves, Anti=chriſss, and falſe Prophets, whica Chriſt faid to his 
Diſciples ſkould come, and before the Diciptes deceaſed, they 
ſaw they were come, fobn the 1. EpiſHe, the 2. Chap. & 4. Chap= 
zer,- and they went forth-from them, in the Revelations of * 
FZobn it #s written, all that dwe't upon the earth went after 
them, and when they had gotten a head in-the world, they 
turned againſt the Saints, ' and them thar keept the tejtimony of © 
Teſus,..and overcame and killed them, and when he had overcome - 
57's : the. - 
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the' Saint F and killed them; Y.- power was given unto the Beat 
over all Kindreds, Tongues, and Nations , mark, over the 
Tongues, ſuch as be called the Orthodox men, that have the 
Original, and then the cry was, who was like unto the beaſt, 
who is able to make war with the Beaj, Then he ſet up his 
Names, Images, lying fgns and wonders. Now heie was the

George Bayly, was moved of the Lord to go over into France, 
and was Impriſoned tc death in Paris, whoſe innocent.blood 
will be required at your hands,and lies upon your heads; You 
ſhould have overcome evil with good, You ſhould heape coals of 
fre upon your Adverſaries heads, You ſhould love Enemies, let 
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chem be heretichs,or whatſoever you call them ; this is the do&--- 
rine of Chriſt ; you ſhould receive ſirangers; you ſhould not Im- 
priſon: You want the life the Scriptures ſpeak of, you have 
the Words, but you want the life and power. You arethem 
the Apoſtle ſaw ſhould come, and of whom the Spirit ſpeaks expreſly, 
ſhould depart foom the Faith and give heed to [educing Spirits, and 
 Doerines of Devils, forbiding meats and marriages, and murthering 
© about Religion, this hath been the work of Yon, and the Pope, 
'fince the dayes of the Apoſtles, and the true Church fled into 
the Wilderneſs, Rev, 12. Chriſt told the Jews they were Mur- 
therers, and Perſecutors, and had ſhed blcod: and that all the 
Righteous blood ſhed from Abel, would be required at their 
"hands, for Chriſt care to 2 mens lives and not to defiroy them: 
And when they would haue had fire to come down from Heaven to 
burn them, He Rebuked their zeale. Now you and the Pope in- 
ſtead of calling fire down from Heaven you have ſet up fires. 
'Therefore conſider thy waies who haſt not bin ſo groſs in thoſe 
things as the Pope and other Papits have, that the Lord may

ould go in Cains way, . and Balaams way, in envy and mur- 
ther, and love the wages of unrighteouſneſs, (for will not the 
Pepe ſell pardons) and he faw them go 1n Cores way, ſuch as 
Had the form but denyed the power, who gainſayed the truth, 
.and theſe the Apoſtle ſaw come up before his deceaſe, And 
Chriſt ſaid falſe prophets ſhould come, Math: 7. and Math. 24. 
& Anti-chrift which had the fheeps cloathing,but inwardly ra- 
vening Wolves ; This Chrift ſpaketo his —_— & Diſciples, 
.which were to go and fpread the Truth in all Nations ; and be- 
fore the Apoſtles 'deceaſed, they ſaw that the Wolves were 
come, and they-went from them, 1 Fobn. 2. 4. chap. and they 
went into Images and Idols, and he bids the Saints and the 
true Church keep themſelves from Idolls : and they had the 
anoynting within them,and they need not that any man teach 
them, bur as the ſame —_— teacheth them : So Chriſt ſaid 
they ſhould come, the falſe prophets and Anti-chriſt, that had 
. the ſheeps cloathing, and Fohn ſaw they were come, aud theſe 


were the laſt times then, and ſuck went forth from them, -m_ 
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- ſuch were the Hereticks, - = people from the anointing 
within them, which anoynting the Apoſtle told them. would 
teach them all things. So the falf prophets which went 1 Cazns 
and Cores, and Baalan's way (myrtherers and in ſheeps cloath- 
ing) went forth trom the Apoſtles into the world, the Hereticks 
and Sed:cers, them that forbid: eating of meats and marriages: 
and inthe world they fer up their Churches, Tithes,and Tem- 
ples, . and makmg Minifters by the. will of man, which went 
forth from the Apoſtles, which were not of man nor by man, 
_but by the. Will of God made Minifters. ,Now they that went 
forth from them, ſer up their. Churches in the. World, killing. 
with.Cains Weapons, (were inthe Dragons Power ): and ſlay- 
ing the witnefles, Revel. 11. and the-Dragon-made warr with 
the JYoman, the true Church,and She fled into the wilderneſs, 
there to be fedd for a time, and times, and bes time, and the 
Man Child was caught up to God, then people worſhiped the 
Dragon, and then the Beajt, and the Dragen gov his power to 
him, and he made warr with the Saints and overcame them, 


and killed them that kept the Teſtimony of Feſus, and power 
F2s.given tothe Beaſt over all Kindreds, Tongues, and Nati- 


ons, Mark, The; Beat having power over all Kindreds, Ton- 
. ues, and Nations, and the true Miniſters killed, and the true 
Church fled irito the: Wilderneſs; here ſtands the Tongues 
tbe Beaſt hath power over, the Tongues which the world calls 
their Original, and the Orthodox men, who have gotten the 
Scriptures in ſeveral Languages. So the Beat had power over 
the Tongues, and over the Naturals,when he killed the Saints, 
killed the crue Miniſters, and then he having power over all 
Tongues, Kindreds, and Nations ; the Reaft and his names 
ſet.up, his lying figns and wpnders, and all that have lived 
upon earth have worſhipped him, but who had their names 
, written in the Lambs book of life,} ſlain from the foundation 
of the world. And then the Whore the got upon the Beaſt char 
was in the Dragons Power, and the Nations drunk the cup of 
.Her Fornication, and the Kings of the earth drunk Her cup of 
Fornigation, and She hath corrupted the earth, made the in- 
habitants of the earth drunk. Now this Whore, this falſe Wo- 
man, Miſtery Babylon, this fenced City, this falle Chnrch, got

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up fince the true Woman went - the Wilderneſs, which al; 
' Nations and Kings of the earth drunk Her cup of fornication 
and this was before theſe Kings and Nations came to be mar- 
ryed to Chriſt, as the Jews, when they had tranſgreſfſed the law 
of God, and played the Harlot, and went among other Nati- 
ons; among the Heathen, ſo theſe that went forth from the A- 
_ Poſtles, to wit, Seducers, Hereticks, and falſe Prophets, that 
had the Sheeps cloathing, they whored and went: forth from 
the Apoſtles, and inwardly ravened from the. Spirit, - and all 
. Nations drunk Her cup,and Shee fits upon thewaters andmul- 

ticudes, and:Tongues. ' . Now Nations are Waters,: and peoples 
Multieades and Tongues, are Waters : This may all Chri- 
Rendom witneſs. Now you ' may fay,. is the Whore on our 
Tongues, onr Orthodox men, the Pillars ofour Church; Ton- 
ones are natural and the Whores upon them, and Shee drinks 
the blood of the; Martyres, the blood of the Saints, -the blood 
of the Prophets; This Whore, this falſe Woman, this fenced 
City which is guarded with Cairns weapons,the Dragons power, 
Cores gainſaying, and Bukzams ſtumbling blocks, Images and 


Idolls, but no ſuch things were among the Apoſtles, but get up 


fince the dayes of the Apoſtles, and thexrue Woman fled into 
the Wilderneſs; the true-Church ; fo the Whore is on peoples, 
Tongues, Orthodox men, - the Ortginalls, and why not the 
Beaſt and the Whore on your Tongues, Murtherers, as well as 
Pilate the Murtherer ? For when he had murthered Chrift, he 
ſet upon him;; Hebrew, Gree; , and Latine, and there ſtands the 
Orthodox. mens Original, the Tonguess- of which Babe! was 
the Original, and which were never Miniſters of Chrift, then 


(I ſay) they cryed up that to be the Original ; But the Word 


in the beginning was the Original, before Babe) was ; and when 
the Mother of Harlots,. the. great Whore, the Beaſt, and the 
Dragon, and'Pi/ate 1s not, nor Tongues.neither, theWord re- 
mains and hves 'and abides-for ever.' - 

' Now all the blood that hath been ſhed fince the dayes of the 
Apoſtles,hath been by this fenced City; this Whore,this Miſtery 
Babylon, falſe Church, ſet up, and the Kings of the earth hath 
drunk her cup, which are in the Fornication, by the Beaſt and 
by the Dragon; about Religion fince the dayes of the Apofles, 


and -** 
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: and fince the true Church fled into the Wilderneſs. $0 now 
all the killing and ſlaying in the whole Chriſtendome, hath bin 
by the Whore ; the Beaſt, and Dragons power, who hath 
wreſtled with fleſh and blood, who hath Racked, Tortnred, 
Burned, Baniſhed, and Whipped Creatures, and defaced the 
workmanſhip of God, for the Creature is the workmanſhip of 
God; and the Apoſtles did not wreſtle with fleſh and blood, 
they did not ſtrike at creatures, but they ſtrived to bring people 
up into the liberty of the Sons of God; they wreſtled with 
principallities and powers, and ſpiritual wickedneſles in high 
places, and rulers in darkneſs, and ſaid, there was a glory of 
the firſt body, and a glory of the ſecond, and their weapons 
Spiritual and not Carnal ; and Chrift was made manifeſt to de- 
ſtroy the works of the Devil, and death, where he had his 
Authority, and works which he ſet up, and ſaved mens lives, 
who came to condemn fin in the fleſh,that people by him might 
- become the Sons of God 3 mark that, and ſo fince the dayes 

of the Apoſtles and Chrift,-and the woman hath been fled in- 
to the Wilderneſs, all this blood hath been ſhed, the Beaft 
and falſe Prophet, this Woman the falſe Church hath been 
fenced with Cains weapons, Murtherers facrificers, having 
the form of godlinels, they take of the earth, - and Sacrifice of 
the earth, and theſe are Cains weapons, for whatſnever is not 
immediately from God received and from his ſpirit, is from 
. the earth, and ſo herein this hath all the righteous blood been 
ſhed by theſe Wolves, Seducers, Hereticks, falſe Prophets, 
. Beaſt, Dragon, great Whore, Mother of Harlots, - the falſe 
Church,who went forth from the apoftles, made up his Church, 
and the true Church hath been in the Wilderneſs, and the man 
child caught up to God, and the true Prophet ſlayn, fo your 
field is a field of blood, and much blood hath been ſhed among 
you inthe whole Chriſtendome, in pretence of Hereticks and 
Blaſphemers, for was not that the PI that Chrift was 
flayn for, and the Apoſtles and Prophets; did Chriſt and the 
Apoſtles give any ſuch command, that they ſhould be put to 
death and ki led, but on the contrary love enemies, and they 
ſhould be killed that kept his Teſtimony, and all that dwelt 
npon the earth ſhould worſhip the Beaft, but who had their 
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Names written-in the ranked: of life, before.the foundas 
tion of the world. But they that would raven and tear, who 
inwardly were raveners, and they that would Rack, and fry 
with fire the fleſh, and mangle the Creatures, which were 
inwardly ravening Wolves, and falſe prophets which had the 
ſheeps cloathirig, which went forth from the Apoſtles into the 
world, ſuch had not the Father nor the Son, bur thiey that 
told the World that Chriſt was in the Sacrament, and Chriſt 
was in the Bread and Wine, and that was his bod , and that 
was his, blood, erred; for the Scripture ſay, Bread and Wine 
is. but a' memory and aſhew until he come; aud faith, examine, 
and fo cate, and then examine again after he hath eaten, and 
know you not your. ſelves, how that Chriſt is in yon _ 
you be reprobates, and ifhe be witneſſed within, and known 
within, then he is come, then you need not have bread and 
wine to put you in remembrance of him, ſo theſe things have 
got up. ince the dayes of the Apoftles, putting in mind of 
Chrift, ſetting up all theſe Schools and Colledgesto make 
Miniſters, ſetting up'theſe Temples Eaſt and Weſt, 'ſettingup 
theſe Jewels, Beads, Pifures, Nuuneries, holy Dayes,Croffes, 
Saints Dayes, fince the dayes of the Apoſtles hath this falſe 
Church, this Whore, . who was fenced with Cains weapons, 
and all the Covetous Teachers for filthy lucre, and for love 
of mony, and all the ftrikers and foon angry areall found in 
Her, ſuch were forbidden by the Apoſtle, and firſt they mult 
be proved before they can Miniſter ; Therefore, is iclike that 
God ſhould ſend a company of men to deſtroy his workman- 
ſhip, to Impriſon, Deſtroy, Baniſh, kill his Creatures. Chriſt 
.came to ſave mens lives, and the Apoſtles brings them to the 
Liberty of the Sons of God, and theſe Miniſters deſtroys crea- 
cures, this falſe Church, aud falſe Chriftians, ſo they arenot 
like to bring any to the glory of the firſt body, nor the ſecond 
neither, but now fince the days of the Apoſtles, and the Wo- 
man hath been in the Wilderneſs, and the Prophets and Mar- 
tyres, and true Miniſters have been killed, the falſe Miniſters 
got up'and fpread over the world, and this falſe Church is the 
Beaſt in the Dragons power, the Anti-chrift and falſe Prophet 
in the Beaſts power, but now is the man _ brought forth

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into the world, to rule all Nations with a Rod of Tron, ' the 
Kings of the earth, the Beaſt, the Dragon, the Whore, which 
have riſen againſt the Saints, but the.Lamb and the Saints 
thall have the victory which fhall kill and ſlay with the ſword 
which is the word of his mouth,. and the Beaſt, and the falſe 
Prophet ſhall be taken alive and caſt into the lake of fire, that 
burns with fire:and brimſtone,- and the Judgement of the 
oreat Whore is come, this falle Woman, . Maſtery Babyloy, ſhall 
be confounded, .ſhall burn her fleſh with fire,- and the Lamb 
and the Saints ſhall have the vi&ory, &the everlaſting goſpel 
ſhall be preached again, to them that dwell upon the earth, to 
all Nations, Tongues, Kindreds,and people, and the Bride the 
Lambs wife known again, and this is the day the Marriage of 
the Lamb is come, that the Bride and the Lambs wife is known, 
So the true. Church known again, ONO eople are brought 
into that which the Apoſtles were in, and the age is come that 
the kindneſs of the Lord & the riches that he ſhewed forth to 
the Apofftles 1s ſeen,in this the!day-of the Lambs Power, which 
over;you all is ſtreched, and which doth enlighten every one 
of you that cometh into the world, ; with which light you will 
fee all your evil deeds you have done, all. your evil wayes you 
have walked in, .all your ungodly words you have ſpoken, all 
your unrighteous thoughts you have thought, that is the lighe 
which Chriſt the Sayionr of the Soul hath enlighrned yon 
withal, and loving it and believing in it,. you ſhall feel the 
ſprings of life ſpringinp in you to eternal life, and-it will be 
our Teacher, but hating it, it will be your Condemnation.:
